ate Claxton, actress; Frances Riley, 
who succeeded Kate in the affections 
of her husband and became his second 
wife; Clarence E. Pope, lawyer: Silas 
Cook, Judge; Reuben H. Kramer arid F’. 
H. Bacon, tried and true attorneys otf 
Kate; W. M. Vandeventer, another 
Judge. 

The play teaches the lesson of how 
hard it is for an actor and an actress 
to be happy, though married.

As the curtain descends, Pope, the 
Lawyer, starts to leave the courtroom. 
He has to pass the place where the 
leading lady is sitting.

In Other. Similar Cases the 
Supreme Court Decisions 
Have Put the Cost of Re- 
moving the Tracks Upon 
the Offending ‘Railroad 
Corporations. 


ESTIMATED EXPENSE 
IS FIXED AT $199,740 





In the Minority Measure the 
City Is Freed From Any 
Expense of Building the 
Viaduct Over the Tracks 
at Chouteau Avenue. 


Two bills for the abolition of the grade 
crossing at the intersection of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific tracks and Chouteau ave- 
nue will be up for passage in the House 
of Delegates Tuesday night. 

One will impose upon the Missouri Pa- 
cific the expense of building a wagon, 
trolley and footway bridge over its 
tracks, but will at the same time impose 
upon the city the expense of all conse- 
quéntial damages resulting from con- 
demnation or purchase of the abutting 
property. 

This bill will be supported by Chair- 
man Russell and Delegates Jacobs, 
Mischel, Hamilton, Samel and Eigel of 
the Rallroad Committee of the House. 

Igoe Has Ome Bill. 

The other bill will be presented by 
Delegate Igoe, the other member of the 
Railroad Committee. Igoe, in his bill, 
will demand that all of the expenses of 
abolishing the dangerous grade crossing 
shal] be borne by the Missouri Pacific 
and that there shall be no cost to the 
city. 

Speaker Rombauer of the House of 
Delegates said Monday that while both 
bills would be up for passage Tuesday 
night, he would call for a vote on the 
majority bill first. 

“YT will vote for the bill to require the 
city to pay the.consequential damages,” 
said Rombauer. “If this bill passes, the 
other bill will be withheld until the 
Council takes action upon the majority 
bill. 


“Should the Council defeat the ma- 
jority bill, the House will then pass the | 
throwing all the expense’! a 


minority bill, 
upon the ratlroad. — 
‘Wants Work: Done, 

"In that case I wonld vote for the 
minority bill, as I believe this grade 
crossing: should’ be abolished, no matter 
who has to pay for the work. Persoual- 
ly, I think the city should+ bear a rea- 
sonable share of the expense.’’ 

In a report to the House of Dele- 
gates Sept. 24, 1909, President Reber 
of the Board of Public Improvements 
estimated that the cost of building 
the viaduct would ke $894,897. He 
recommended that the city pay the 
consequential. damages, which he 
stated would be $199,740. 

He expressed the opinion that in 
most cases the average expense to 


the city -1n abolishing grade-cross-’ 


ings would be 6 per cent of the total! 
cost, 

Point Not Explained. 

In the case of the Missouri Pacific 
crossing at Chouteau avenue the es- 
timated cost to the city as shown in 
Reber’s report would be nearly 50 
per cent of the total cost. His report 
did not explain why in this particular 
case the city’s share ofthe expense 
should be so much greater than his 
estimated average. 

Two recent United States Supreme 
Court decisions have established pre- 
cedents in relation to the way grade 
crossings should be abolished. 

In the case of the City ef Duluth 
against the Northern Pacific the Su- 
preme Court unanimously ruled that 
it is not only the right but the duty 
of a municipality to compe! the rail- 
roads toe abolish grade crossings at 
their own expense. 

Im the case of Minneapolis against 
the Great Nerthern the Supreme Court 
in a decision handed down April 26, 
19098, makes the same decision and 
adds that grade crossings are nuis- 
anees and menaces which, having 
been caused by the railroads, must be 
abolished by the railroads. 

Mayor Kreismann in his inaugural ad- 
dress to the House of Delegates, April 
18, 1909, said: 

“Tt is not my policy to lay unneces- 
sary burdens or Lardships on the rail- 
roads, but I believe that thé railreads 
should abolish the grade crossings and 
make all necessary improvements for 
the public good at their own expense 
under the supervision of the municipal 
aythorities.”’ 

Mayor on Subject. 

In his message to the Municipal As- 
sembly, April 19, 1910, the Mayor urged 
that grade crossings be abolighed but 
said nothing as to how the cost should 
be paid. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements in a report to the 
Municipal Assembly, March 29, 1910, 
said: 

“In abolishing grade crossings it is 
the usual custom for the city to pay 
abutting damages in Chicago, Detroit, 
Milwaukee, Kansas City, Washington 
and Erie. 

‘In Jersey City, Minneapolis, St. Paul,

SENATOR LIKELY 
70 BE PERMITTED 


Majority of Sub-Committee] 


Favors Submitting Amend- 
ment to People. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—The Senate 
soon will be confronted with the prob- 
lem of making possible the election of 
its members by direct vote of the peo- 
ple. The question has been ignored and 
dodged for more than a century, but the 
persistence and insistence of men from 
states having primary laws promises to 
bring results. The Senate at last must 
decide whether the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the 
popular selection of Senators shall be 
submitted for ratification. 

More than a year ago Senator Bristow 
of Kansas offered a fesolution provid- 
ing for an @mendment to the constitu- 
tion by which senators should be élect- 
ed by the people. It was referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. Finally, 
yielding to urgent demands, the resolu- 
tion was referred to Senators Borah, 
Dillingham and Raynor as a sub-com- 
mittee. It Wag agreed that the entire 


}committee would approve the determin- 


ation reached by these three senators. 
The sub-committee majority report 
next week will be in favor of election 
of senators by the direct vote of the 
people, Senators Borah and Rayhor ad- 
vocating it and Senator Dillingham op- 
posing it. If the report fe'accepted by 
the full committee, as pledged in aéd- 
vance, it will be ready for early trans- 
mission to the Senate for final action. 
All the old-line senators will oppose 
any suggestion that the method of se- 
letcing senators be changed. The pro- 
gressives and Democrats who would 
form a majority in favor of the propo- 
sition would be able to force it through.

A PLAY OF CONTRAST 


Deeply Loving Wife in Soul- 
Conflict With Futile Book- 
worm-Husband.

N “Little Eyolf’ at the Sam 8. Shu- 
bert Theater last night, Mme. Nazi- 
mova assumed her rightful place 

as one of the most direct, convincing 
and legitimately dramatic illustrators 
of Ibsen now on the world stage which 
that sometimes baffling playwright has 
dominated of late years. 


She did this by a playing of the role 
of Rita Allmers in such a spirit of 
sympathetic comprehension of its in- 
tense womanliness that, for once, the 
human note received a supreme sound- 
ing in an Ibsen drama. 


Whatever of symbolism the play pos- 
sesses was subordinated to its proper 
place as secondary to the cry of the 
living soul, vital to its core and thrilled 
with feeling so acute as to be well-nigh 
trimal in its simplicity. 


And tn so doing, Mme. Naztmova gave 
what I believe to be the only correct 
interpretation of this most appealing 
of all Ibsen’s women, not even except- 
ing the pitiful little Nora of “‘A Doll's 
House,”’ in which play also we shal! 
see her during the present engagement. 


For the story of “Little Eyolf” is the 
story of a wife who loved her husband 
so passionately that she could not en- 
dure a sharing of that love even with 
the child of their union, a story not 
by any means uncommon in the real Hfe 
of real living 
tures. 


It is made exceptionally poignant by 
the cruel irony of Fate that bound Rita 
Allmers, mother of little Eyolf, to a 
husband utterly incapable of appre- 
Ciating or even understanding the splen- 
didily great love which, strangely 
enough, he had inspired. 

This, indeed, is where the vast trage- 
dy of “Little Byolf’’ finds its motive of 
conflict, terminated, at the play’s end, 
by @ compromise not commonly telerat- 
ed in the pitiless logic of the Ibsen 
drama. The éver dominant: figure of 
the play is that of the wife incarnate, at 
all moments of its story a female thing 
of the sincerest response to sex, claim- 
ing as exclusively her own the male 
whom she has chosen out of all the 
world as her mate, and brooking no de- 
nial of this claim. : 

Opposed to Rita Allmers, the wife thus 
drawn by Ibsen with the most absolute 
strokes of utter realism, is the figure ot 
Alfred Allmers, the husband, a, futile. 
and musty bookworm, rather than a 
man fitted by nature’s endowment to be 
the husband of such a woman, and, be- 
ing the highest development of the book- 
worm type, having ink fn his veins in- 
stead of the hot and throbbing human 
blood to which Rita’s cries were so vain- 
ly and rebelliously sounded. The con- 
trast is worthy of Ibsen at his best— 
and its dramatic employment represents 
Ibsen at his best. 

Because, in compelling two such fig- 


premest relation of human life, Ibsen 
has made of each the most relentless 
type of its kind, the result being a

Legal analysis of three ordinances 
passed by the Municipal Assembly 
shows that, although. their ostensible 
purpose was the condemnation of sites 
for the eastern wagon and rallrozd ap- 
proaches of the Free Bridge, none of 
them authorizes the city to build either 
structure over any of the 2 alleys, 


etreets and railroads which will have to 
ee crossed within the corporate limits of 
Saet St. Louis. This was the state- 
ment Tuesday of Frank H. Gerhart, a 
leader in the fight for the Free Bridge. 

Lawyers who have studied the. ordi- 
nanees at the request of Gerhart con- 
- tend that without specific authority and 
direction from the Municipal Assembly, 
the city’s attempt to condemn. rights-of- 
Way over these several railroads and 
public thorougfares may end in fail- 
ure. , 

These attorneys ho'd that the city’s 
special powers in TIilinois, exercised 
under the congressiopa! act authorizing 
the bridge, may be exhausted in the 
condemnation of the private property 
@eéescribed in the only ordinances thus 


far passed. 
May Oppose 


Suits Peete have been inatituted in 
fie Federal Circuit Court of Danville, 
Til., against the railroads which the 
eastern approaches will have to cross. 
Whether these roads will oppose the 
building of the approaches over their 
rights-of-way they have not yet indl- 
cated, but it is the opinion of some 
lawyers that the defendant company 
could embarrass and probably defeat 
the city by showing the lack of au- 
thority .to condemn their property.

“The s" ‘& to condemn rights-of-way 
across ths ‘arioug railroads over which 
the approuches to the bridge will ex- 
tend have been filed.

Gerhart Urees Obiections. 

Gerhart urges two objections to the

Gerhart points out as peculiar that 
while in ordinances relating to the ac- 
quirement of rights-of-way in Bast St.

State Loses $100,000,000 
Yearly by Disease. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal, Dec. j13.—The 
commercial value of babies is made the 
topic of an article in the bulletin ;of 
the State Board of Health issued yes- 
terday.

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STOP THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

As a service to St. Louis abolition of the smoke 
nuisance will compare in value with abolition of 
terminal charges or conversion of the Mississippi 
into a deep waterway. And the mass meeting of 
women at the Wednesday Club this afternoon has 
the power to put an end to the smoke plague. 

The smoke ordinance gives the city full power 
to punish offenders. There is no excuse for fill- 
ing the air with poisonous smoke, because ef- 
ficient furnaces produce complete combustion, 
leaving no carbon: product to be discharged as 
smoke. Furthermore, complete combustion means 
a considerable reduction in fuel bills. 

Locomotive smoke can be greatly lessened by 
suitable fire boxes and stoking; ofl burners will 
‘be even better; electricity best of all. And the 
experience of the New York Central] proves that 
it is profitable to electrify terminals. 

All St. Louis requires is enforcement of the law 
an it stands. As long as the law remains a dead 
letter, just so long the atmosphere will be chok- 
ing. with smoke fumes. The minute that offenders 
discover thé law is to be strictly enforced, they 
“will adopt scientific methods of firing, and ‘the 
improvement will be immediate. 

By concerted action the women of this city can 
end the smoke nuisance, and confer lasting bene- 
fit. The Post-Dispatch welcomes them into the 


fight.

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_ BOONOMY AND EXTRAVAGANCE. 

In his annual report Postmaster-Geheral Hitch- 
cock shows that the yearly deficit in his depart- 
‘ment was reduced by $11,500,000. Not only was 
there no resulting impairment of efficiency, but 
‘the service was actually improved and extended. 
‘The, extensions brought into the service 3600 new 
employes, whose salaries aggregate. $2,000,000, and 
the. salaries of old employes were increased by 
$3,226,000. 

This makes the showing still more amazing. It 
not only marks Mr. Hitchcock as a most efficient 
executive, but it is a painful criticism of his 
predecessors in office. Senator Aldrich has said 
that, if permitted, he could save the Government 
$300,000,000, which ts his estimate of the yearly 
waste through blundering, indifference and ex- 
travagance. Postmaster-General Hitchcock has 
proved that Aldrich is no vain theorizer. : 

' But if the application of good business methods 
and ordinarily prudent management can save s6 
many millions of the people’s money every year, 
how much would a change of policies save? What 
would be the gain from the establishment of a 
system having for its clarion note not how much 
can we spend, but how little?

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_ YS‘ TAFT A POLITICIAN? | 
Current comment ‘includes the designation of 


| William Howard Taft, twenty-seventh President 


of the United States, as “poor fellow.” “The poli- 
ticians,” we learn, “have put it over on him.” 
' The natural inference is that Mr. Taft is not a 
politician and is not versed in the guileful ways 
of politicians. A politician, according to the dic- 
tionaries, is “one engaged in politics. One who 
seeks to subserve the interests of a political party 
merely. One who uses politics for private ad- 
vantage.” 

Does Mr. Taft fit into the definition? 

In 1878 he was graduated from Yale University. 
In 1880 *he wag admitted to the bar. In 1881 he 
was Assistant Prosecuting Attorney of Hamilton 
County, O. Before he was out of this position he 
was appointed Collector of Interna] Revenue, one 
of the good offices for a rising young politician. 
He held it two years and then fell into the un- 
certain station of a practicing lawyer only to be- 
come Assistant Solicitor of Hamilton County, 
rated in those parts as a political office. From 
this position, without any intervening period of 
privacy, he was graduated to the position of 
Judge of the Superior Court of Cincinpati, a 
place he held urtil he was made Solicitor-Genera) 
of the United States in 1890. At the end of two 
years in this position he was made United States 
Circuit Judge and remained on the bench until 
1900, when he was made president of the United 
States Philippines Commission and a year later 
first Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands. 
While holding this position he declined an ap- 
pointment as Associate Justice on the Supreme 
bench, but in 1904 became Secretary of War. Dur- 
ing a portion of his incumbency of this position 
he was Provisional Governor of Cuba. He re- 
mained Secretary of War until 1908. In fact, from 
1881 to. 1908, when he was elected President, the 
only time he was not in political office was in 
1884, when there was a gap between his service 
as Collector of Internal Revenue and his appoint- 
ment to the Assistant Solicitorship of Hamilton 
County. ) 

A succession of such political positions might 
leave one man in a million innocent of politics, 
but Mr. Taft was from Ohio, where politics 
seethes six months in the year and boils over the 
other six. He was from Cincinnati, where Boss 
Cox lives and has his being and where the youth 
are taught the rudiments of the gentle art of 
gaining preferment. 

In that school Mr. Taft seems to have been a 
successful student, so that in 1900, when he pro- 
gressed toward association with the greatest po- 
litical boss of them all, he was ready for the per- 
fecting and polishing to be secured only in the 
school of Roosevelt. This association became in- 
timate in 1904 and continued to the point where 
Mr. Taft was selected by the Great Boss to suc- 
ceed him. He was often made guardian of “my 
policies,” sitting “on the lid” while the Great 
Boss was away, all of which was an essential 
part of his tuition. | 

Are we to believe that a man trained in such 
schools, at the end of 27 years of mingling with 
the livest kind of politics, came forth so innocent 
that the first petty boss who appeared hood- 
winked him and left him the helpless puppet of 
designing manipulators. We can think of no 
greater insult to a man’s intelligence.

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REFERENDUM IN THE NEW CHARTER. 
Owen Miller, a member of the Charter Revision 
Committee, has declared that he will not sign his 
name to the revision draft unless provision is 
made for the reference of all franchise proposi- 
tions to the voters. There are doubtless many of 
the same opinion as Mr. Miller in this respect, 
but he should have been more circumspect in his 
statement. The proposed charter to which so 
much study, thought and time has been given, 
should not be judged by faflure of the freeholders 
to incorporate an initiative and referendum pro- 
vision when the legal advisers of the committee 
agree that such a requirement might vitiate the 
whole charter. 

While the State Constitution was amended to 
include the initiative and referendum as to ques- 
tions affecting State affairs, the inhibition against 
the municipal exercise of the privilege still stands. 
It is understood that the freeholders, in respect to 
a referendum of franchises, have gone as far as 
they could and fixed a policy providing that the 
municipal legislature shal] refer such matters to 
the voters, not to secure final action, which is im- 
possible, but as direction to the law-making 
force. Such directions might be violated, but it 
would be a perilous proceeding politically to defy 
expressed public sentiment. 

The proper proceeding, if sentiment is for some- 
thing more radical, is to utilize the State refer- 
endum law as a~means to conferring on munici- 
palities the power whose absence Mr. Miller de- 
plores. The Constitution and Charter can be 
amended if the voters are willing. 
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Now comes information that Taft aimed at 
Kavanaugh alone, but, as usual, the charge scat- 
tered over 26 states. : | 
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WHAT THE RECORD SHOWS.

Stories of the Operas sz. 


3. Tales of Hoffmann 


In This Series the Operas Which Will Be Pre- 
sented in St. Louis Early in January (and 
Which Have Never Before Been Sung in This 
City) Are Reviewed for the Post-Dispatch 


By Ripley D. Saunders 

FFENBACH’S ‘‘Tales of Hoffmann’ ’possesses an incidental 
/pathetic mterest because of the fact that its composer 
never saw it performed, dying while he was striving to 
‘hasten the production of this, his masterpiece. 

It is a beautiful work, a poetic musical allegory, teaching de- 
votion to art as the artist’s supremest passion in life. Its action 
opens with a scene in an inn kept by one Martin Luther, a party 
of students being discovered drinking and carousing. Their jollity 
becomes fast and furious and finally they cry loudly for the poet 
Hoffmann, the favorite of their joyous company. Hoffmann at 
last appears, but enters with an effort into their gayety, 
ultimately sinking into melancholy abstraction. His companions 
rallymg him upon his sorrowful mood, Hoffmann-offers to tell 
them of his three loves as accounting for his great depression of 
soul. The three acts that then follow relate the story of. these 
three romances in a poet’s life. 

HE scene of the first act shows the drawing-room of the, physician 

Spalanzani, maker of automatons. Hoffmann is one of the bril- 
liant company there assembled. The physician introduces his ‘‘@aughter,’’ 
Olympig, but all save Hoffmann know that Olympia is merely a marvelous 


mechanical doll, moved by clockwork. The young poet, believing her to 
be a flesh-and- blood woman, falls deeply in love-with her. She sings— 


and he is enchanted. She dances with him—alas, the clockwork tevélves 
too swiftly and Hoffmann is prostrated by the violence of his exertions! 
He sinks on a couch as Olympia passes into her own apartments. 
Hoffmann not even now suspects the truth, but at this juncture one 
Coppelius, a creditor. who has been swindled by the physician, comes in 
angrily and slips into Olympia’s room. A moment later the sound of 
breaking springs and wheels is heard and Coppelius. emerges into view 
with the shattered automaton. Hoffmann, ! 


a doll instead of a woman, is overwhelmed with chagrin and grief. 
The scene of the second adventure, composing the second act, is 


taid in Venice, at the house of Giulietta, an unprincipled woman, who, 
beloved by Schlemil, is herself infatuated with Dapertutto. Hoffmann 
becomes enamored of her, and she makes him her dupe, sending him to 
take from Schlemil her key. Hofiman pursues Schlemil, they fight, and 
Hoffman slays his adversary, but rushes back to Guilietta only to see her 
fleeing*’in a gondola with her real lover, Dapertutto, leaving Hoffmann 
himself fooled and flouted. 

The third and closing ‘‘tale” of the young poet’s loves finds its 
scenic environment in Munich, where Hoffmann loves Antonia, a girl of 
great purity of character and depth of affection. She loves Hoffmann 
devotedly in return, but they are not to be happy in their Jove.‘ Antonia 
ix threatened with consumption, and her father and Hoffmann, whom she 
is soon to marry, entreat her to promise~them that she will not sing, but 
without divulging the real reason for their request, being ‘reluctant to 
reveal to her the truth that she is under the shadow of death. Dr. 
‘Miracle, however, who is but the dread malady itself personified, with its 
piteous hopefulness and strange blindness to the truth, persuades her to 
disregard their entreaties. Antonia sings—and falls dying. 

As the third tale is ended, the inn scene appears once more, and the 
carousing students jestingly chaff the young poet, finally going tumultuously 
into an adjoining room, leaving Hoffmann in pensive revery beside the 
fire. Then the Muse of Poetry appears, bidding bim live only for art, his 
true mistress. She comforts him for his disappointments, telling him 
that ‘‘one is great by love, but greater still by tears.’’ 

And then she softly steals away from him as he falls asleep.

ers and to the Grand Rapids furniture 
manufacturers. 

In the latter instance Perkins is said 
te have expressed diametrically oppo- 
site opinions to the Chicago and to the 
Grand Rapids men. in his address to 
the furniture manufacturers he advised 
them to take their difference to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. His 
double stand is said to have caused 
great confusion in high financial cir- 
cles and to have angered J. P. Morgan. 
When asked to explain his different ad- 
vice to the two different interests Per- 
kins is said to have naively replied that 
he spoke for both sides of the contro-

On excellent authority {t was learned 
that Perkins, including his $7,000,000

He was ‘in no -manner 
forced to leave, nor was, his severing 
connections with the firm either consid- 
ered or suggested to him. 

‘There is absolutely no truth in the 
report that any differences exist or 
existed between Morgan and Perkins 
because of any alleged activity on the 
part of Perkins in the recent guberna- 
torial campaign.

At the time Perkins resigned as a 
member of the Morgan firm he said 
that he was retiring to broaden his ac- 
tivities; and spoke particularly of be- 
coming more actively identified with 
the profit-sharing system in big cor- 
porations in which he is a director.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—If all of 
President Taft's nominations to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States are 
confirmed ‘by the Senate—and it Is con-.
